He looks like a gentleman, 
whereas Croker was the type of man who 
leauses people involuntarily to put their 
hands on their pockets. Murphy has not 
made much headway in antagonizing Park-. 
er, but he has created a good impression at 
this convention and strengthened the Tam- 
many influence. He is accompanied by 
Bourke Cockran, the silver tongued orator 
of Tammany hall, and between them they 
seem to represent the best there is in the not 
always reputable New York political so- 


ciety. 
Old Timers from the South. 

There is also in this convention a really 
strong group of the old time southern lead- 
ers, who represent violently diverse views, 
but who seem to be of the type which for 
generations prior to the war made the south 
and the democratic party actual identities.

four years from now. 


Four Mayors with Records. 


The Gemocratic convention of 1904 has at- 
tracted either as delegates or contestants 
the four democratic mayors who have had 
really sensational political careers in the last 
ten. years. Tom Taggart of Indianapolis, 
Tom Johnson of Cleveland, Dave Rose of 
Milwaukee, and Carter Harrison of Chicago 
are all on the ground, although Carter, of 
course, cOmes merely to defend his rights 
against the encroachments of John P. Hop- 
kins, who also was a mayor of Chicago. 7 

From the eastern and middle states loom 
up the strong personalities of Arthur Pue 
Gorman of Maryland and Robert E. Pattison 
of Pennsylvania. Gorman has staid at home 
thus far in the hope that a stray bolt of 
lightning might happen his way, but Patti- 
son is here with his delegation, and Bryan 
and “‘Gum Shoe” Bill Stone have been 
dangling the presidency before his eyes in 
an endeavor to consolidate the anti-Parker 
element upon him.

His representative is not expected to carry 
the influence the senator would. 

Col. Bryan said this evening he would in- 
siston all the principles of the Nebraska plat- 
form being incorporated on the national ones. 

“I do not care for the wording," said Mr. 
Bryan. “ But the points must remain in the 
act.’’ 

To this the conservatives represented by 
Hill, and in part by Williams, will never con-

says: 

The democracy would restore the tariff to a 
revenue basis and administer it for revenue only, 
thus demolishing the legal bulwarks behind which 
the predatory trusts have found refuge. Protec- 
tion for protection’s sake is an ingenious device 
for the exploitation of the masses by the privileged 
classes; it has brought great injustice to the con- 
sumers and has been the fruitful source of wide- 
spread political corruption. 


What W. J. Bryan Wants. 


Bryan says he must have a plank in favor 
of the income tax. This the eastern element 
‘fs utterly opposed to. There is some talk 
in its favor among the southern delegates,

Split on Tariff Plank. 

On the tariff plank the two factions are 
widely apart. Bryan wants a paragraph 
providing ** for revenue only.”’ He also favors 
a tariff bill by the next congress which will 
change all sohedules at once, as did the 
McKinley, Wilson, and Dingley bills. 

The conservatives all are opposed to this, 
but are not agreed among themselves as to 
what form tariff revision shall take. Sen- 
ator Hill follows the New York platform and 
. wants the tariff removed from raw materials, 
while he is silent about the tax on manu- 
factured articles. Here is the New York 
tariff ultimatum: 

Reasonable revision of the tariff. Needless 
duties on imported raw material weigh heavily 
on the manufacturer, are a menace to the Ameri- 
can Wage earner, and by increasing the cost of 
production shut out our products from the foreign 
markets. 

Senator Gorman wae less explicit when he 
wrote the Maryland platform, and it simply 
said of the democratic panty: 

‘‘ Tt will revise the tariff in a conservative 
spirit of fairness to all interests.’’ 


Here’s a Mississippi Idea. 


‘The idea the conservatives are getting to- 
gether on here, however, is the one ad- 
vanced in the Mississippi platform, for 
which Congressman Williams is responsible. 
The wording would have to be changed, but 
| what the democratic leader of the house 
wants is thus expressed. 

We should bear in mind, tn short, these two 
things. First, the general principle that the sole 
right derivation of the power of taxation is the 
support of the federal government economically, 
effectively, and constitutionally administered; and, 
second, by the general proofs that on the associa- 
tion of any general principle and in reaching any 
ultimate end, however sacred and logically un- 
avoidable, due regard, but only due regard must 
and should be paid to the actual existing condi- 
tions, however mistaken, artificially created. 


Tillman Idea Not in Favor. 


Senator -Tillman came out with an an- 
nouncement this afternoon which, if fol- 
lowed; would settle both tariff and trust 
planks ' together. 

“I favor,” said he, “a plank declaring in 
favor of taking the tariff tax off all articles 
hich are manufactured by a trust. Let the 
rusts meet a world wide competition. That 
‘will settle the trust question at once. A trust 
which cannot compete with the whole world 
must, of neceseity, owe its existence to the 
| tariff. So, take the tariff off all these articles 
and let the truste stand or fall as they are 
able to. Nobody but a beneficiary of the 
trusts can object to this.” 

Senator Tillman’s views, however, are not 
being rapturously received. The a ent 
made against them is it would be difficult to 
say what articles are manufactured by 
trusts and-what are not. Again, a great 
many articles not manufactured by trusts 
are composed partly of articles which trusts 
do manufacture. 


On the Tillman Order. 

Something of the Tiliman idea is, however, 
expressed in the Mississippi platform, which 
op this subject reads: 

The reduction of tariff taxation upon truat pro- 
duced articles to the point where foreign compéti- 
tion may eater the American markets, wherever 
trusts and combines seeking monopoly, raise their 
prices to the American consumer above a reagon- 
abie and just profit; by such reduction depriving 
truste and monopolies of the power to extort from 
the American people, under shelter of 
law, prices higher than those charged 
for identical les, 


Trust-Plank Another Bone. 
What to say about the trusts promises an- 
other argument in the committee. Mr. 
Bryan is of the firm opinion that it ie the 
tariff. which shelters the trusts. He so ex- 


iterated the idea today here. 

Senator Hill does not acknowledge this, 
but looks to either national or state legisia- 
tion as the remedy. What form that legis- 
lation should take. however, he is not an- 
nouncing here, and did not state in the New 
York platform.

Another Mississippi Model.

Big Rush for Tickets. 


By tomorrow the distribution of free Ice 
will be on in earnest.

As the news spread 
through the Ghetto and the river wards that 
ice could be had free for the asking, hun- 
dreds of applications for the tickets were 
recelved.

He arrived in St. Louis 
today and is at the Jefferson hotel. He said: 
“It was much i ore horrible than one can 
realize, The firs. reports published do not 
begin ‘to describe the terrible scenes which 
were enacted after the wreck and the de- 
struction of the débris by fire. Fourteen or 
fifteen killed—that does riot begin to give the 
number. In my opinion there were many 
more than that. I personally assisted in car- 
ing for the bodies ‘of fifteen.” 


Ramsey Says Switch Was Turned. 

"Some one turned that switch at Litch- 
field,” said President* J. Ramsey Jr. of the ’ 
Wabash in speaking of the wreck. “*‘ Whether 
it was one who had a spite against the rail- 
road or one who was merely crazy I do not 
know. Certajnly it seems that no human 
spite against the road could be so bitter as 
to be willing to sacrifice the lives that were 
lost or to cause the wurfering that has re- 
sulted. A reward will be offered.”’ 

Regarding the report that the train war 
running seventy-five miles an hour Mr. Ram- 
sey said: 

“From the facts that I can gather it fs 
my belief that the train's speed did not ex- 
ceed forty miles an hour when it struck 
the switch. The accident occurred about 
8,000 feet from the Litchfield station, at 
which all trains ‘are required to stop, and 
had No. 11 been going seventy-five miles an 
hour it would have been impossible to stop 
at the station.” .

There were sad scenes at the Dearborn 
street station yesterday, where Chicago rela- 
tives and friends crowded to make Inquiries 
concerning those who had been on the Wa- 
bash train wrecked at Pitchfield Sunday aft- 
ernoon. 

In one instance two membens of the same 
family had lost their lives and two others 
had been badly injured. The relatives were 
nearly distracted by the blow. Happy in the 
expectation of a fortnight at the exposition, 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank L. Smith, their daugh- 
ter, Miss Florence’ Smith, 19 years = old: 
Charlies Ward, a-brother of Mrs. Smith: and 
Mrs. Thomas Perkins, a lifelong friend, had 
taken the fated train. Miss Smith and Mrs. 
Perkins were among the first reported dead. 
Charles Ward died yesterday morning from 
his injuries. 

Mr. Smith, who had been injured in the 
crash, telegraphed his wife’s mother, Mrs. 
E. Ward, at her home in Jackson, Mich., that 
the party had been_in the wreck, and asked 
ber to come to Litchfield atronce. With an- 
other daughter, Mrs. A. Maxson of Jackson, 
Mrs. Ward took the next train to Chicago. 


Mother Almost Hysterical. 


It was not until they arrived at the Dear- 
born station that Mrs. Ward heard of the 
death of her son. She became almost hys- 
terical at the news. Mrs. Ward and Mrs. 
Maxson were arranging to take the next 
train to Litchfield. Then Mrs. Charles Ward, 
8748 South Carpenter street, came in. She 
had received a telegram advising her that 
her husband’s injuries were fatal. Her meet- 
ing with the relatives from Michigan was 
unexpected. 

“Why, Ada,” she exclaimed, embracing

THE SHIPBUILDING TRUST. 

The undertaker has been called in to pre- 
pare the remains of the United States Ship- 
building company for burial. Within ten 
days, if the company does not pay over | 
ahout $27,000,000 due on mortgages, its, 
property will be knocked down to the high- 
est bidder. Inasmuch as the entire concern 
is worth about half the amount named, it 
is certain that the affairs of the long bank- 
rupt corporation will be wound up. 

In the decree ordering the sale‘ Judge 
Lanning fixed the minimum amount which | 


| the receiver is authorized to accept at $11,- 
_ 250,000. Whether the concern, capitalized 


at $71,000,000, will bring this amount is a 
serious question. 

The shipbuilding trust cannot be said to. 
have discredited all other great combins- 
tions of capital. It was, to a large degree, 
sui generis. It did not fora moment contain 
any of the ptinciples. of . administrative 


. economy which underlie the legitimate com- 


Binations of modern industry. It was mere- 
ly a stock jobbing enterprise whose sole 
objéet. was to create wealth out of nothing | 
and: to allow its promoters to dispose of 
their tioldings at an opportune time and 
then’**stand from under.” There-can be 
little doubt but that the promoters saw the 
mevitable wreck long before it came. The 
setret by which Messrs. Morgan 
and Schwab were to dispose of their stock 
before any of their fellows were allowed 
on the market indicates that these finan-. 
eiera were exceedingly anxious to liquidate 
their holdings at the earliest possible mo- 
There were misleading statements made 
by the officials of the shipbuilding trust as 


to its financial standing. Whether these 


statements were intentionally misleading 
or not is difficnit to say. It was claimed 
that the bookkeeping system was at fault. 
If @ person makes a false statement to a 
bank and obtains a loan as the result he is 


‘guilty of a criminal offense. Corporations 


whieh publish false statements as to their 
earning capacity should be equally obnox- 
ious to the law.

CANADA A NATION. 

Nationality for Canada is becoming more 
settled every day as an administrative and 
popular policy. 

It is not so long ago that the Canadian 
expression against her anomalous position 
was confined to a protest against calling 
the United States “ America.”’ Since then 
her statesmen have urged retaliation against 
the “dumping ” of United States protected 
manufactures. Foster, former minister of 
finance, has gone so far, indeed, as to say 
that Canada no longer cares whether the 
United States chooses or not to enter into 
tariff concessions. 

Just now the Canadian government is ex- 
pressing itself for home rule through a re- 
organized militia. It no longer concerns 
British America that the American colonists 
in the revolution had designs upon Canada. 
It ig nothing that the same territorial accre-

ada, as a young nation, is to be pledged to 
peace, and it is the feeling of the Canadians 
that a home militia commanded by an officer 
of the crown is an anachronism. It is as a

But there are circumstances which 
threaten this advance toward industrial in- 
ence.

In ocean ship- 
ments the St. Lawrence is available only 


seven months in the year. There is no win- 


ter seaport that compares with those of the 
United States. One fear of Canada’s is 
that with trouble between the United States 
and Great Britain this country might ‘sus- 
pend the system under which it now allows 
Canadian exporters to send their goods in 
bond through its territory to the seacoast. 

Here is a peg upon which to hang the sen- 
timent for closer relations between Canada 
and the United States. The spirit of na- 
tionality in Canada may lead to temporary 


. friction with the United States, but Canada, 


the nation affiliated with the other nations 
of the British empire, will, after all, be 
much nearer the United States than Can- 
ada, the dependency of England. Inde- 
pendence from all outside influences will 
finally mean for Canada a recognition on its 
own part of the advantages of a union with 
its southern neighbor. 


FROM PATRIOTS TO COSMOPOLITANS? 

When Lessing said that patriotism was a 
weakness he was giad to be without, he re- 
flected the sentiments of that small group 
of disheartened persons who, at a time 
when Germany was rent into scores of in- 
coherent states, established a unity for their 
affections by calling themselves “ citizens 
of the world.” 

Under the circumstances the attitude was 
intelligible. When a man’s father, and 
mother, and brothers, and sisters, and sons, 
and daughters are separated from each 


when the whole structure of his family is 
utterly wrecked, he is driven outside the 
family into larger, more diluted, and less 
intense human relationships to satisfy his 
craving for love. 

But the cosmopolitanism which is much 
talked of and thought of today rests upon a 
différent basis. It is for the most part the 
product of a shallow sophistication. Is not 
humanity larger than the nation? Are we 
not human beings first and Americans aft- 
erwards? Should we not fee] our trans- 
cendent obligations to the race far more than. 
our petty local obligations to that part of 
the race which happens by the accident of 
birth to inhabit the territoria) entity in 
which we ourselves are situated? Does 
not cosmopolitanism, compared with patri- 
otism, represent a far larger and a far higher 
ideal? 

These are reflections that must occur to 
every mind when it is moulting the fluffy 
down of infancy and growing its first pin 
feathers.’ But does not maturer consider- 
ation bring us back to the conviction that 
the instinctive feelings of local and particu- 
lar affection are, after all, justified as well 
by their observable consequences as by their 
inscrutable origins? 

There is no reason from the standpoint 
of universal humanity why a man should 
love his mother more than any and every 
other woman. Are not all women his sis- 
ters? There is no reason why he should 
love his mother’s son more than any other 
mother’s son. Are not all men born of wom- 
en his brothers? Yet who’would for 
any. high humanitarian emprise the ‘tian 
who did not yield his mother the primary 
allegiance of his being and who did not first 
fulfill his duties of affection and of assist- 
ance to his immediate blood kin? The man 
who fails in his devotion to those most close- 
ly connected with him, and who does not

In the same way in which a man who is 
not true to his family is not likely to be true 
to his nation, the American who does first 


- dedicate every drop of his blood to America 


is not likely to have anything that deserves 
to be called blood for the rest of the world. 
There may be a day when all the nations of 
the world are of one speech, of one-blood, 
and of one government.’ Meanwhile, as long 
as differences exist, beware of the American 
who thinks himself capable of the remoter 
duty when he has failed in the nearer one, 
and who claims to love the world when he

mander in chief. The late Prince Henry of 
Orleans, son of that duc de Chartres who 
served on the staff of Gen. McClellan during 
the civil war in this country, wrote a series 
of letters which was published simulkaneous- 
ly in the Paris Figaro and in the New York 
Herald while traveling in Abyeetnia, one of 
the articles, indeed, criticising the Italian 
prisoners of war, still detained at that time in 
captivity by the Negus, leading to 4 duel 
with Prince ¥ictor of Italy, count of Turin, 
in which Prince Henry was wounded. But 
Don Jaime of Bourbon is, I believe, the first 
instance of a royal prince figuring in a cam-~- 
paign as war correspondent. Gen. Kouro- 
patkin apparently seems to believe that the 
prince can be of more use to Russia as a 
writer for one of the most authoritative of 
the French reviews than as @ galloper. For 
he allows Don Jaime to roam wherever he

There are all sorts of these odd taxes in 

England, many of them dating from old 
feudal times, and if one uses any sort of 
armorial bearings ore is required to pay a 
duty of $5 a year, while if these heraldic de- 
vices are painted on the panels of one’s car- 
or motor car it means at once an an- 
nual tax of $10 more. 
The taxes payable into the national treas- 
ury on the grant of nobiliary honors are also 
quite heavy. Thus on the letters patent 
granting the dignity of a duke a stamp duty 
of $2,000 has to be paid. A marquis gets 
off with $1,500, an earl with $1,200, a vis- 
count with $1,000, a baron with $750, anda 
baronet with $500. These are only the stamp 
duties and have nothing to do with the fees 
to the college of heralds, and to all sorts 
of other dignitartes and institutions which 
constitute in each instance at least twice, and 
sometimes three times more. 


When Prime Minister Crispi died he had 
been out of office for several years. Never- 
theless the Italian government within a few 
hours after his demise entered his house at 
Naples and seized all of his papers and cor- 
respondence, placing them not only under 
seal but Hkewise carrying them off. 
The widowed Dona Lina Criepi and her 
daughter, who its married to the Sicilian 
Prince Linguaglossa, at once instituted legal 
proceedings against the government for the 
recovery of these papers. Before the case 
had been carried far the grant of a pension 
to the widow caused her to withdraw from 
her share in the suit. But the daughter 
continued the proceedings, insisting that she 
needed the correspondence and the papers in 
order to clear the name of that father to 
whom she was so deeply devoted from all 
the aspersions put upon his character and 
upon his honor during the closing two years 
of his life and after his death... 

Crispi bad many faults and in some re- 
spects was a thoroughly unscrupulous man. 
But he was a great statesman, one of the 
greatest Italians of his day, and when in re- 
tirement declined to make use of any of the 
documents Which he had in his possession to 
defend himself against the charges of every 
conceivable character brought against him 
by political foes and personal enemies, being 
unwilling to embarrass the crown by the 
revelation of any secrets in his possession.

Admiral Sir Archibald Dougias, who for the 
last two or three years has commanded the 
British naval forces in North American and 
west Indian water, has been promoted to

navy, carrying with it large pay and allow- 
ances, much prestige, and constant inter- 
course with the king and queen and the other 
members of the royal femily, which usually 
leads to the bestowal of many distinctions. 

Sir Archibald is a large hearted, single 
minded, and popular officer who possesses 
the advantage—in A eyes—of having 
been born on this side of the Atlantic, not 
only first having seen daylight at Quebec but 
having also received his early -education 
there. He saw some service on the Canadian 
lakes in 1866, at the time of the threatened 
Fenian invasion, and while dt the head of the 
imperial Japanese naval college at Toki was 
brought into contact with a number of 
American officers who held professorships 
under his direction, and who had been lent 
by Uncle Sam to the mikado. 

Sir Archibald is succeeded in his command 
here by Vice Admiral Bosanquet, who has 
been commander in chief of the naval forces 
in the east Indies, where he saw much of 
Lord and Lady Curzon. Sir Archibald takes 
the place at Porstmouth of Admiral Sir John 
Fisher, who becomes first sea lord of the 
admiralty.

Mad Rush for Boats. — 

“As soon as the first boat was got out 
there was a mad rush for it, with the re- 
sult that it immediately sank. In this way 
three boats were lost. Meanwhile I had 
put my wife and five children on a hatch 
and implored them not to move until I re- 
turned. When I saw other boats being 
launched I returned to fetch my wife and 
children, but they had disappeared. 
Whether they had gone in another boat or 
been carried away in the mad rush I do not 
know. Iam absolutely alone in the world. 

‘*Our boat was crowded to nearly double 
its proper number. All around us people 
were struggling in the sea, shrieking for 
help, and imploring us to take themin. We 
had an old sail and a couple of oars, but no 
mast. - In launching the boat a big hole was 
knocked in the side, and we men had to 
take turns in bailing it out. We could do 
nothing but allow the boat to drift. 


Women Behave Well. : 

“The five women behaved’ splendidly, 
never murmuring. All around tis were hun- 
creds fighting for their ives. The shrieks of 
those left on the ship, particularly the chil- 
dren, could be heard above all the confusion 
around us. But it was soon over, as we saw 
the Norge sink im less than half an hour 
from the first 4hock.” 


Never Heard of Fire Drill. 


Karl Mathieson, the Danish sailor who as- 
sumed command of the boat brought to 
Grimsby, only joined the Norge at Copen- 
hagen just before it sailed for New York.

News Reaches Copenhagen. 
[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

COPENHAGEN, July 4.—The news of the 
disaster to the Danish steamer Norge off the 
west coast of Scotland created indescribable 
excitement here. The first message reached 
here at 4 o'clock this morning. Crowds soon 
gathered about the offices of the line, rela- 
tives of those on board frantically seeking 
for information. 

The Norge had no first class passengers on 
board, and only nine on its second cabin list. 
Thege included three Americans, Elizabeth 
and Anna Buckley and Hilma Fleischmann. 
All the others were in the steerage. 


. How Passengers Were Divided. 

There were on board 604 steerage passen- 
gers. Of these seventy-nine were Danes, 
sixty-eight Swedes, 296 Norwegians, fifteen 
Finns, and 2386 Russians. The Norge carried 
‘a erew of seventy-one. It was the oldest 
Danish transatlantic steamer running. 


New York Relatives Excited. 

New York, July 4.—The offices of the Scan- 
dinavian-American Steamship line in this 
city were besieged today by scores of ex- 
cited people, nearly all Russian Jews, who 
were seeking news about the sinking of the 
steamer Norge. There was no information 
to had there, however, as the office was 
closed for the day and the newspapérs were 
eagerly watched for any additional details 
of the disaster.

NORGE DISASTER 


FELT IN CHICAGO. 


Inquiries Lead to Belief That 
Many Bound for Chjcago 
Were on Board. 


ASK AT LOCAL OFFICES. 


Carl Gannerson Fears Mother, 
Three Sisters, and Brother 
Were Lost.

Inquiries made yesteréay among Scandi- 
navians of Chicago and vicinity developed 
that probably many in Chicago had relatives 
or friends coming over on the Scandinavian- 
American liner Norge, which was sunk off 
the coast of Scotland last Wednesday morn- 
ing with more than 700 persons aboard. 

Among those who made anxious inquiries 
at the local offices of the Scandinavian- 
American line was:Carl Gunnerson, 328 
Western avenue, Blue Island, who fears that 


hic mother, three sisters, and a brother are 


among the lost passengers of the Norge. 

“IT am afraid my mother, sisters, and 
brother are among those lost,”’ said Gunner- 
“I received a letter from them only a 


Sweden, on June 21 for Copenhagen, where 
they would embark on the steamer for Amer- 
ica. My only hope is that they may be 
among those rescued by the English fishing 
smack.” 

Gunnerson, who is 23 years old, came from 
Sweden three years ago. He obtained em- 
ployment in a meat market and ina year had 
saved enough to send a ticket for his father, 


£..| Consten Gunnerson, who came here two years 


ago, teaving his family behind with the 
promise that they, too, soon should join 
those in America. Following out this plan 
father and son jointly purchased tickets for 
the family’s passage from Sweden and dur- 
ing the last two or three weeks they have 
been busy making preparations for the re- 
ception. 

The younger Gunnerson said he last week 
rented a cottage in Blue Island and furniture 
had been ordered so that everything should 
be in readiness when the voyagers arrived, 
His father is now in Danville and it is not 
known to the son whether he has learned 
the extent of the disaster.

zie street, seeking information. He was 
told like all others that little of the details 
was known and that no positive informa- 
tion could be had before the arrival of the 
Norge's passenger list. This was said by 
B. Lundberg, manager of the office, to be 
expected today or tomorrow. 

G. Nerheim, 505 West Erie, fears his broth- 
er, Ediward Nerheim, 23 years old, from 
Stavanger, Norway, was among the victims. 
he had sent his brother a ticket, and is said 
to have advised him to come on the Norge. 
A letter he received dated June 20 says: 

I leave here for Christiansand today and will 
sail with the Nerge on ‘June 24, arriving in New 
York July 8. I hope you will be able to mest me 

at the rallway station in Chicago.

last night learned that his wife and 6 year 
old daughter, Martha, who had sailed from 
Christiania on the Norge, were among the 
saved and had landed at Grimsby. 

Dubing twenty-four hours Tillander had 
had no sleep. He refused to eat, and all day 
had paced the floor of his rooms. In the 
last mail that had arrived from Norway he 
had received a letter stating that his family 
had taken passage on the boat. 

Tillander came to the United States last 
September from Waldstina, in the interior 
of Norway. He does not speak. English. 
He made his way to Chicago, where he had 
friends, and opened a small tailor shop at 
40 Wendell street. There he saved $50, which 
he sent for transportation.

Detroit put a huge crimp into the ambition 
of the White Stockings yesterday by winning 
both gamés of the holiday double header, 
making it three straight on the series, and 
putting the Comiskeyites where they’ will 
have the fight of their lives to keep in the 
first division during their month on the road 
instead of being in the fight for the lead as 
they. were three days ago. The score of the 
morning affair was 5 to 2 and ot the after- 
noon exhibition 6 to 1. 

The Tigers accumulated stecite of revenge 
for what the White Sox have been doing to 
them lately, evening up for the double headed 
defeat of a week ago Sunday here. Don- 
‘ovan got his revenge, too, for the walloping 
the locals gave him in Detroit recently, for 
instead of twenty-four hits, the tribe of 
‘Comiskey got just one safe one off “ Wild 
Bill” in the afternoon game. Umpire 
O'Loughlin also fed fat his ancient grudge 
by watching maaseer Jones’ men slide down 
the toboggan. 

No Excuses to Offer. . 

. That is not saying the umpire “ robbed” 
the Sox of either game. No living umpire 
could have done that, for they never had a 
chance to win either of them. In fact, they 
barely escaped a whitewash in both. The 
home fellows had no excuses. They were 
down and out and did not even give the 
rooters a chance to let off the big supply of 
fireworks they had brought with them. 

Killian was the fellow who came near 
blanking the Sox in the morning game, and 
for eight innings he let them out with three 
scattered singles, which came nowhere near 
making a run. In the ninth the Sox showed 
‘a brief glimmer of their old time fighting 

spirit. With the score 5 to 0 against them, 
they batted in two runs with the aid of a base 
én balls. Patterson was the victim and 
proved fairly easy. The Tigers made ten 
hits off him sufficiently clustered to entitle 
them to all but one of their five runs. The 
fifth was due to an error by Dundon.

“Wild Bill’’ Donovan came mighty near 
duplicating “‘ Cy ’’ Young’s feat of shutting 
a team out without a hit or a man reaching 
first base in the afternoon game. The Sox 
got only two men to first base inmnine innings 
and only one hit. It was not until the eighth 
inning that that hit came, and by that time 
the fans were all rooting for Donovan. But 
the Sox had been swatting the Tiger pitcher 
pretty hard, and his escape without safeties 
Was due quite as much to his support as to 
his own efforts. Many times the hits went 
out like bullets, only to Hight in some one’s 
hands; and several three ringed catches were 
made, notably by Barrett and Crawford, 
which killed at least doubles. It was only 
a question when some of those would go safe, 
but only -one did, and that was Donohue’s. 
it was a three bagger, and he scored on 
Tannehill's fly, preventing a whitewash by a 
narrow n again.

COAL INQUIRY. 


County Board Ready for the 
Hearing of Charges Against 
- Contractors. 


CALL MANY TO TESTIFY. 


O'Gara, King & Co., Accused, Is- 
sue a Denial Statement to 
the Public 


Arrangements will be made today at the 
meeting of the board of county commis- 
sioners for the special investigation into the 
charges against O’Gara, King & Co. and 
other coal compandes in connection with 
their coal contracts at the county institu- 
tions. As a deduation of $1,828 has been 
made for low grade fuel delivered by O’Gara, 
King & Co., the chief attention will be di- 
rected to the allegation that the coal con- 
cern paid money to employés at Dunning 
to be present when secret tests of its 
were made. 
loads of coal were sent for these occasions 
also will be looked into. 

Commissioner Garner, head of the special 
committee, and Commissioners Van Stéen- 
ber and Flanagan, the other members, prob- 
ably will set: Thursday for a long session 
at which witnesses will be heard. Supt. 
Podstata, Business Manager Smith, the 
coal experts who made the tests, and the 
engineers and firemen at Dunning will be 
called to testify. 


Make Public a Statement. 
O’Gara, King & Co. made public a state- 
ment in answer to the charges. It follows: 


Under the terms of the contracts, tests of the 
coal were to be made at irregular intervals, at 
times to be determined by William T. McLaren, 
superintendent of public service. Of those tests 
the contractor was to have notice, in order that 
he might have a representative present. It has 
been the practice for the office of the superin- 
tendent of public service to give notice by letter 
which would reach the contractor the morning of 
the day upon which the test was to be made. 

It is, and always has been, a physica! impossi- 
bility to ship in any coal after the notice of a test 
has been given and before the test takes place. 
No special coal or coal not specified in the con- 
tract has at any time been supplied by O'Gara, 
King & Co. for the purpose of tests, or has been 
used in any of their tests, and no notice or ad- 
vance information of tests ever has been received 
other than the regular notice prescribed by the 
contract, and which renders impossible any such 
substitution of coals as is said to be charged. 


Denies Charge of Bribery. 
Of acon charge of bribery, the statement 


previous to 
the tests of the fuel supplied by the firm is ne Bg 


lutely false. As already stated, it is impossible 
for a fireman or any one connected with the man- 
agement of the furnaces to be advised in advance 
when the tests are to be made. 

In relation to the statement that the coal sent 
to the public institutions has been shipped in 
box cars, while that shipped for general use is 
sent in regulation coal cars, precisely the same 
practice has been pursued with the Po een insti- 
tutions as in the general trade of O’Gara, King 
& Co., who are operating a large number of mines 
Peg are shipping thousands of tons of coal a day 
all parts of the country. The coal is shipped 
in such cars as can be obtained from the rail 
companies, generally in open cars, but frequenti 
in box cars, and precisely the same coal is shipped 
in both kinds of cars.

J. Hector St. John LET- 
TERS FROM AN AMERICAN FARMER,” 
which were written to a friend in England, 
describing conditions in America early in the 
eighteenth century, have been reprinted 
from the original edition (London, 1782) by 
Fox, Duffield & Co. Prof. W. P. Trent of 
Columbia university, who contributes a pref- 
atory note to the present edition, says Creve- 
cceur’s work is both a book worth reading 
for its own sake and one worth remembering 
as an excellent illustration of the truth that 
American literature has always been and 
must always be a product of old world cul- 
ture modified by new world conditions. 

Crevecceur was a Norman who came to 
North America in 17382. After thirty-two 
years of residence in Pennsylvania he be- 
came a naturalized American citizen. Five 
years later he settled on a farm in Ulster 
county, N. Y., where he lived with his wife 
and children for many years, during which 
he gathered material for his book. 

In the twelve letters which make up the 
volume he discusses “ The Situtaion, Feel- 
ings, and Pleasures of an American Farm- 
“What Is an American?’ Descrip- 
tion of the Island of Nantucket, with the 
Manners, Customs, Policy, and Trade of the 
Inhabitants’; “ Customary Education and 
Employment of the Inhabitants of Nantuck-~ 
et ’’; “ Description of the Island of Martha's 
Vineyard and of the Whaie Fishery ”: 
“Manners and Customs of Nantucket”; 
Customs at Nantucket”; “ 
scription of Charlestown”: “ Thoughts on 
Slavery; on--Physical Evil: a Melancholy 
Scene”; “‘On Snakes and on the Humming 
Bird "’; “ A Visit to Mr. Bertram, the Bota- 
nist”; and “‘ The Distresses of a Frontiers- 
man.” In his first letter the author gives his 
reasons for accepting the invitation of his 
English friend’ to describe America. 

In an illuminative introduction Ludwig 
Lewisohn gives a short. sketch of Creve- 
cceur’s career and a description, bibliograph- 
ical and otherwise, of his work. Also in- 
cluded in the book are letters from the Céun- 
tess d’Houdetot and Creveceeur to Benjamin 
Franklin. 

With the exception ofa couple of glaring 
errors in dates, presumably the fault of the . 
proofreader, the reprint has been carefully 
made. Typographically it will bear favor- 
able comparison with the choice examples 
of the printer's art usuaky met with only in 
expensive limited issues. 


‘RECOLLECTIONS OF A PAINTER. 


The Book of the — John Calicott 
Horsley, R. A. 

The fact that the late John Calicott Horsley 
was for many years a distinguished mem- 
ber of the Royal academy, London, naturally 
brought him into interesting personal rela- 
tions with the more eminent people of his 
time. He was a man who always delighted 
in the hearing and in the telling of good 
stories. Said one of his artist friends to him 
one day, “I tell you what it ts, I shall re- 
fuse to dle until your book is published.” 

Although not published in his own day, the 
“ RECOLLECTIONS OF A ROYAL ACA- 
DEMICIAN” has at last appeared, and 
makes a notably readable book. It is a cu- 
rious mingling of history, biography, art 
notes, and personal anecdotes. 

Horstey’s father was famous as a musician; 
he himself took early to painting, and while 
still in his boyhood gained considerable dis- 
tinction. It is a charming verbal picture 
which he draws of Faraday, whose lectures 
on the chemistry of colors he one time at- 
tended. The beaming glance of his eyes, 
the beauty and intense intellectual power of 
expression, he says, he never saw equaled. 
As a scientific lecturer the charm of Far- 
aday’s personality, his manner and language 
were irresistible. 

Almost every page of this 
rulous book offers: some piquant incident or 
bit of personal characterization or other side 
light glimpses of some peculiar feature of 
the time. There are numerous illustrations.

INTERCHANGEABLE INTELLECT. 


Leland: “ The Alternate Sex.” 

“THE ALTERNATE SEX,” a work on 
* the female intellect in man and the mascu- 
line in woman,” by the late Charles Godfrey 
Leland (Funk & Wagnalls company, New 
| York), has a topic much to the author’s lik- 
‘ing. Something of the purpose of the book 
may be judged from the preface, of which 
the following {fg an extract: 

I have endeavored in this book to set forth the 
following views: 

That men and women are, in strict accordance 
with the opinion of the most recent physiologists, 
radically different as regards both body and mind, 
although social or domestic life has given them 
much in common. 

That in proportion to the female organs remain- 
ing in man and the male in womian, there exists 
also in each just so much of their peculiar mental 
characteristies. 

That this female mind in man, having free ac- 
cess to the images stored in the cells of memory 
calls them forth in dreams and reveries, the same 
being true as Tegards the masculine mind in 
woman. 

That this caste much light on the true nature of 
the imagination, and all creative action of the 
mind, involving originality, as is expiained in 
detail in the text. 

That the law of growth is that of accretion, or 
of attraction and repulsion, beginning with any 
chance group of molecules, guided by certain 
forces, as seen in advanced organisms. 

That sensivity is a force developed at first by 
polarization of atoms, increased by attraction and 
repulsion, was influenced by kotabolism and ana- 
bolism, till sensation (whose true being must be 
found in the origin of motion), step by , ad- 
vanced to consciousness, and thence to mentality.
